a.  The  flow  of  construction  materials  Is  Increasing  as  indicated  In 
para  le(l)(c)  of  the  report.  Requisitions  have  been  and  are  being  placed  for 
needed  construction  materials.  Continuous  follow-up  is  being  made  by  all  hq 
In  the  chain  of  command  to  expedite  supply  action. 

b.  Until  the  In-country  supply  and  distribution  system  has  been 
Improved,  emergency  measures  such  as  the  Red  Ball  Express  and  "push"  repair 
parts  packages  are  being  Initiated  to  relieve  repair  parts  shortages. 

c.  Assistance  to  relieve  the  track  assembly  problem  Is  being  ren¬ 
dered  by  USAMBC  technical  assistance  representatives  in  Vietnam. Krl^equlBltlons 
are  being  monitored  by  this  hq  for  expedited  supply  action. 

d.  One  225  tons  per  ho«¥  and  11  -  75  TPH  rock  crushers  are 

due  in  Vietnam  during  the  perl-^  1-12  Mar  66.  One  225  TPH  Is  now  at  Seattle 
waiting  for  sea  lift.  On  13  JAn  66,  35th  Bngr  Gp,  18th  Engr  Bde,  reported 
receipt  of  rock  bits  and  drill  rods.  Nineteen  of  the  end  Items  (rock  drill) 
are  expected  to  be  released  &cm  (X)KjS  depit  by  28  Feb  66  for  shipment  to 
Vietnam.
